It is Brought Against the Milwaukee, 
Benton Harbor & Colum­ 
bus Railway 


FOR OBSTRUCTING A HIGHWAY. 


Oth«r •u lls of m LIk« Natur« Ar« 
Llabt« to bo Inatitutod-Tho 
Company Not Blamotf. 


Edwm A. DewiU, a farmer reatdiog 
in Sodtti towniliif», ii the plainliff io a 
1600 damago ault brought la the eirouit 
ooiirt agaiaat the Milwaukee, Bentoa 
Harbor de Columbua railway company 
for obatruoUng a highway leading to 10 
aereaotland Ijrtng along the banks of 
the St. Joaeph river. 


If the plaintiff ii viotoriouif in the 
suit there it a probability of five or six 
more actions of the same kind being 
started by persons who are affected In 
the same manner as Mr. Dewitt by the 
closing of a highway upon which they 
depended for access to the bottom lands 
along the St. Joseph river where the 
defendant corporation’s tracks cross 
the river, three or four miles south of 
this city. 


Mr. Dewitt Is the owner of 10 acres 
of land lying along the rU'er bank near 
the railway bridge. 
He had egress to 
the land over a highway which had 
been used by the traveling public for 
10 years previous to October 1, 181KJ, 
when the railway company is alleged 
to have made an excavation across the 
highway, 30 feet deep, rendering It 
absolutely impMsable. 
This highway 
being the only means bv which Mr. 
Dewitt could reach his land he was, 
after Its construction, prevented from 
drawing to market or caring for and 
protecting his hay and corn crops,store 
wood and timber or the land in ques­ 
tion. 
By reason of being unable to reach 
bis farm, the plaintiff alleges, and re­ 
moving the property thereon, the high 
water of the St. / Joseph r|vei* during 
the winter of 1896 and 1897 carried a 
large portion of it away. 


w hat Mr. Dewitt is alleged to have 
suffered by the obstruction of the high­ 
way Is sala to have been borne by tlve 
or SIX other farmers who used the high­ 
way to reach their lands. The rail­ 
way company claims to have purchased 
the lana over which the highway 
passed, of Dr. Parker, of St. Joseph, 
and if It develops that a jury allows 
Mr. Dewitt damages the railway na­ 
turally will fall back on the man from 
whom it obtained the land for recourse. 
Dr. Parker owns considerable land In 
that vicinity and since the highway 
was closed, farmers who reached their 
possessions in the river bottom were 
compelled to tresspass upon Dr. Park­ 
er’s property. The doctor brought 
several trespass suits, which he after­ 
wards withdrew upon being advised 
that he had no right to sell the land 
covert by the highway, to the rail- 
i*oad company. 
Lawyers Gore vV Harvey are retained 
by Mr. Dewitt.

John Higman, jr., one of the 100 bi­ 
cycle riders who use the sidewalk on 
Napier avenue where the street is 
never in a condition for cycling, waa 
again aingled out by the police and 
this morning appeared before Juitiee 
Baldrey and waa fined 15 and ooila, 
aggregating $11.67. 


Mr. Higman wai once prevtoualy in­ 
formed by the police that he had vio­ 
lated the ordinance and a complaint 
againat him 
wai lodged by Chief 
Stuckey in Juitice St. Clair*i court 
charging him with uaing the tidewalk 
on Napier avenue with his bicycle. 
Before the proceedings in court over 
the flrat cue were concluded Mr. Hig­ 
man was requested to propose to the 
city council the changes deslriible In 
the ordinince to permit the use of the 
walks on Napier avenue. 


The changes were proposed by Mr. 
Higman and the council directed the 
city attorney to make such amendment. 
This is a part of the record of a meet­ 
ing held by the council Wednesday 
night. 
Supposing ^uch amendment 
had been made Mr Higman continued 
the use of the sidewalks at that place 
and advised his children that the ordi­ 
nance had been changed and their was 
no objection to riding on the walks 
there. It appears, however, that tho 
amendment aoes not go into effect un­ 
til 20 days after it was passed, which 
fact left tho old ordinance In force and 
made it a violation to use the Napier 
avenue sidewalks. 


Although nearly every wheelmen 
who rides over Napier avenue uses the 
sidewalks the police saw only Mr. Hig­ 
man and made complaint against him. 
Magffle Murphy, an employe In the 
Press office, and her brother were two 
of the three who testified against Mr. 
Higman In court this morning.

J. M. Allmendinger appeared before 
the city council of St. Joseph last night 
and as the representative of a strong 
syndicate renewed his proposition to 
construct an extensive dry*dock and 
ship yards on the bayou or ship canal 
that enters the St. Joseph river a short 
distance below the power house of the 
electric railway company, If the city 
of St. Joseph will build a drawbridge 
over the bayou where It is crossed by 
Wayne street. 


The council appointed a committee 
composed of Aldermen Doyle, Barnes 
and Brown and W. A* Preeton and E. 
A. Hatch, the latter two to represent 
the city, to visit the owners of prop­ 
erty along the bayou for the purpose of 
ascertaining what they will contribute 
toward the expense of building a draw­ 
bridge at the location asked for by Mr. 
Allmendinger. 


The committee Is expected to go Im­ 
mediately to work. 
It is anticipated 
that it will receive considerable en­ 
couragement from the owners of land 
along the bayou east from the viaduct 
as the improvement proposed by Mr. 
Allmendinger would make valuable 
possessions of lands which in their 
f»resent condition are practically worth- 
ess. 


If the city builds a draw bridge Mr. 
Allmendinger, assisted by capital from 
the outside, will dredge the bayou to 
such a depth as to make it navigable 
for the largest lake vessels entering 
this port and will construct a dry-dock 
with “boxes” of sutticient size to raise 
boats of from 800 tons burden up. In 
addition to this ship yards of extensive 
proportions will tie established. 


The proposition of Mr. Allmendinger 
is considered with considerable serious­ 
ness as the dredging of the bayou 
would reclaim land which would give 
factory sites possessing fine advantages.

Detroit. Aug. 18.—The banking Inttr* 
eats of the country were well represent* 
ed yesterday morning when about 600 
delegates to the American Banking as­ 
sociation assembled In the Detroit Opera 
House to attend the opening session of 
the twenty-third snnual convention of 
that body. The welcome^ speech of Gov­ 
ernor Pingree, while considered soms- 
what rsidicai by some of the members, 
was on the whole well received, and he 
was generously applauded at Its conclu­ 
sion. George R: Russell, as spokesman 
of. the Détroit clearing house, adminis­ 
tered a irilld rebuke to the governor by 
saying thiit he had onl^ been in thé 
banking' business eight or nine years, 
and would not, therefore, attempt to de- 
lyer a homily on 'the silver question or 
the evils of coiiM>ratlons. The applause 
which greeted this sally showed that a 
hit at Michigan’s anti-corporation gov­ 
ernor was underatbod and appreciated. At 
the conculsion of the session the state 
delegates met to appoint their members 
of the nominating committee. There Is 
scarcely a doubt that Joesph C. Hen­ 
drix, president of the National Union 
bank, of New York city, llrst vice presi­ 
dent of the association, will be chosen 
president. 


PlagTM*« Talk Waa the l^aatai«. 
Governor PIngree's speech was the. 
feature of the opening day by long odds. 
After a few words of cordial greeting 
the governor said: *1 do not pretend to 
fully understand the theory of'money, 
being but an every-day manufacturer of 
shoes; but I have a thought which I 
wish to start rolling for discussion. 
Whatever men's ideas may be upon the 
subject as to what money metal of ulti­ 
mate redemption Is best, in the world’s 
commerce and monetary systems, I be­ 
lieve It is conceded that when silver 
gradually ceased to be part of the stock 
used for such purposes In the balance of 
trade and 
otherwise 
the 
available 
amount of primary money was reduced 
about one-half. To remedy this state 
of affairs It is sought to effect an agree­ 
ment among nations whereby the unit 
of measure may again, be In either gold 
or silver at a certain ratio, called bi­ 
metallism.

**8hould It be Impossible to effect such 
an agreement, or ahould the peoplet of the 
United States decide to hereafter use 
gold alone for money of ultimate re­ 
demption, a condition of affairs may be 
Imai^ned when such a large proportion 
of the world’s annual gold product shall 
be used and consumed In the arte that 
an increasing stringency ln> gold coin 
will occur. As I understand it, the prin­ 
cipal purpose of remonetising sliver— 
either with or without foreign assent— 
to increase the livailable supply of ul­ 
timate redemption money.” As one 
way of increasing the stock of the 
world's coined gold the governor then 
suggested that some way be devised to 
prevent the increasing use of gold In the 
arts; for instance, a tax upon manu­ 
factured gold in the shape of Jewelry, 
gold leaf, etc. _______ 
LIABILITY OF TH£ STOCKHOLDBR9. 


Governor Woald H«v« All Corporatioaa 
JRul#d III That ItMpfot LIko Bank«. 


The governor concluded with some re­ 
marks on corporations. He said: “The 
liability of the stockholders 
to the 
amount of their stock in addition to 
the amount invested, and the stringent 
holding of directors to watchfulness 
and duty, makes a national bank per­ 
haps the best model of a corporation 
that has thus far been worked out. One 
great cause of complaint against many 
of our private corporations Is that ths 
laws tempt the people to organise them 
for the very purpose of escaping re­ 
sponsibility for the debts that are to be 
contracted. Many of these debts are, In 
conscience, individual obligations. They 
ought to be the same in law. A cor­ 
poration is organised ostensibly so that 
men who would otherwise be In partner­ 
ship can continue the business without 
its being entangled with the estate of a 
deceased partner. 


‘But if the business becomes a fail­ 
ure, except as to certain 
debts the 
Htockholders are not generally liable to 
the creditors. l«aws of this kind sap 
the individual character of our age. 
They lower the standard of honesty 
until people are taught to think that In 
a collective capacity as stockholders 
in a corporation they may be less hon­ 
est than asindivlduals, and are rellevedof 
Individual responsibility to those with 
whom they deal.

New Mexico Shepherd Bojre. 


When going up tbe valley of the Bio 
Grande in New Mexico, my attention 
was drawn to the flooka of sheep anc 
goats and their pastorea, or ahepherd 
boy«. 
Thesè little shepherds wore 
neither hats nor shoes. Their only gar­ 
ment was a tunic, reaching a little be­ 
low the knee and confined by a girdle, 
from which depended a small pouch 
or scrip. A quiver, with bow and ar­ 
rows, hung athwart the »boulders, and 
the right baud held a sling. Presently 
a stone from the scrip was hurled for 
ward toward the right or left to moke 
the fiock swerve to tbe left or right. It 
was impossible not to recognise little 
•*David( the son of Jesse,*' and one 
might have almost expected to behold 
Goliath, the Philistine, coming to defy 
the children of Israel. 


The portraiture of the acene described 
in tbe book of Samuel was too exact to 
be ascribed to accident, and for tbe first 
time it oconried to me that David bore 
II sling, not for the purpose of slaying 
bears or lions—or even Philistines—bnt 
to guide and control tbe fiook, and that 
these little shepherds of a kindred race, 
dwelling iu a country not unlike the 
pastoral regions of Judœa. very natural­ 
ly continued to re-enact the scenes de- 
scribjBd in sacred history. — Catholic 
World.

At the entragoe, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. Ai one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
onallenged and asked for noounterslgn. 
If such a challenge is given it is In a 
curious fashion, In the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome Is » gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle G^ser, 
or the White ftram id of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a verv 
hito, rather dome-shaped mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most oonsnicuous 
feature of the locality. It is perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base 0175 or 100 feet, lis eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

I shall not, on the vague anticipa­ 
tion of mob violence, send troope to 
Coffeen. 
In the m eantim e it Is your 
duty to preserve the peace and protect 
life and property." 


Coflteen People W roth at Tanner. 


8t. Louie, Aug. 18.—A special to The 
Republic last night from Cofteen say»: 
Tonight the strikers are In poasession of 
the town and Sheriff Randle has m us­ 
tered his handful of men a t the coal 
company’s shaft, which he says he will 
protect a t all hazards. 
The town au ­ 
thorities are utterly powerless, as the 
strikers can do as they wish. The people 
feel very indignant towards the govern­ 
or for the stand he has taken in regard 
to Coffeen. It %vas by his orders through 
hla representative, Ray, th at the force 
of deputies was retired. 


How the Town of CoinNtn Was StornitMl. 
Hillsboro, Aug. 18.—Six hundred strik­ 
ing coal miners, eight abreast, invaded 
Coffeen a t 3:30 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, throw ing aside the deputy sher­ 
iffs doing guard duty and going through 
the town pell mell. 
The officials or­ 
dered the guards not to shoot, but they 
began m aking arrests as fa st as possi­ 
ble. 
‘’General" Bradley was the first 
m an placed under arrest and 
three 
guards cam e to this city w ith him as 
fast as horses could travel. 
He Is now 
in the county jail. O ther prisoners are 
an the way here. No shots were nred 
and no blood shed. 
The Invasion was 
for the purpose of ’inducing” the men 
a t work a t the mine there to cease and 
Join the strike. 
The sheriff will in­ 
crease his force of deputies and the In­ 
vaders will be compelled to leave the 
town or there will be a conflict. 


RcfuMNl Ball for tho “Genoral.** 


The "General” seemed to enjoy the 
situation, and when landed in the court 
house here good naturedly demanded a 
trial. 
Mayors Traylor, who had been 
telephoned for, appeared at 7 o’clock 
and he and Judge Miller, Receiver Mills’ 
attorney, were 
closeted 
together. 
A 
voluminous complaint 
was 
prepared, 
charging the •‘general” and otheis with 
unlawfully assembling and refusing to 
disperse when ordered. 
Ben Jones, a 
sympathizer, had followed Bradley to 
Hillsboro and offered to furnish bail, 
but Deputy Sheriff W illoughby refused. 
Bradley will be tried today, and it Is ex­ 
pected that a large num ber of his sym­ 
pathizers will be here to see that he gets 
a fair trial. The whole county is aroused 
over the affair, and public opinion di­ 
vided. 
A telegram from Mount Olive 
merchants to Bradley stated that they 
would furnish all the ball required. 


Mrik« LMMe» fjiround In llllnol». 


St. Louis, Aug. 18.—A special to The 
Republic from Carlyle, Ills., says: The 
striking coal miners a t Clinton county 
are losing ground rapidly. Monday night 
the owners of the shaft in Breeze, nine 
miles west of here, notlfled their em­ 
ployes that they were compelled to hoist 
coal for shipment or the cancellation of 
contracts would follow, and unless they 
were willing to return to work the mine 
would be closed down Indefinitely. Yes­ 
terday seventy men, one-hi^lf of regular 
force, went below.

Cincinnati, Aug. 18.—A special to The 
Commercial-Tribune from Wheeling, W. 
Va., says: Ex-Qovernor Flem ing haa re­ 
turned from Parkersburv, where he had 
been In consultation with Judge Jackson, 
and announces th a t the Judge has given 
a new construction to his Injunction 
against the strikers in the Fairm ount 
region, and in the Loup Creek valley, 
which makes it m andatory upon the 
strikers to discontinue all m arohea the 
m arching being considered a form of 
Intimidation.

Situation In Soutliern Indiana. 


Evansville, Ind., Aug. 18.—Both the 
sheriff and the police were ready yes­ 
terday to give protection to the owners 
of the F irst Avenue 
coal mine and 
those of the miners who still desired to 
work, but when the deputy sheriffs and 
squad of police arrived at the mine 
early in the morning they soon found 
th at their services were not needed.
